was Schaumann’s duty to “ face the 
music” in such a case if unable to 
escape. 
The report that Hohenthal 
took poison before entering the pro­ 
curator general’s apartment does not 
accord with this view and the cool 
manner in which he reloaded his pi&iol 
as later established, and exchanged 
«hots with Soiqinen’s son and a de­ 
tective, speaks volumes for hi3 de­ 
termination.

the apartment was filled with smoke.
